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(57) Abstract: A medical information system enabling persons to 
readily read data such as patient biological information for the fist 
time, comprising clients (201), a server (203) and hosts (202) that 
are linked on a network, wherein clients (201) each have a sensor 
for measuring information serving as an index of a patient's health 
condition and a means for transferring biological information from 
a sensor to the server (203), the server (203) has a means for sta- 
tistically storing and arranging biological information from clients 
(201), and the hosts (202) each have a means for reading stored and 
arranged biological information in the server (203). 
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
